2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. The special 
technical feature of Group I is an isolated polynucleotide, host cell, and vector, the 
special technical feature of Group II is a pure protein, the special technical feature of 
Group III is a sunscreen formulation and the special technical feature of Group IV is a 
filter to screen UV light. The products of Groups I and II lack a corresponding special 
technical feature because the products have different structures, function and modes of 
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operation. For example, the protein can be used to make antibodies and although the 
DNA can encode the protein, the protein can be made by other means such as 
synthetic processing. In addition, the DNA can be used not just to produce the protein 
but as probes or in a hybridization assay. The inventions of Groups III and IV are 
distinct because the formulation is to generate a sunscreen and the filter is to screen UV 
or other wavelengths of incident light, different end results. Thus, these inventions are 
deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
